TJic tactics of the Cantonese have In 
some respects ^been very aggravating, 
partly duo to the Russian Influence in 
tlie party, which Uutt lie|.n f.\erted :i\ 
every turn against the llritinh. A firm 
attitude on the part of Britain Is Im- 
mediately Interpreted by llie Cantonese 
lis nggresslve iifiperlalisin, whereaf any 
display of leniency Is 'used for their 
adv.antage. , 

The situation thus requlre» the niont 
careful handling. Due regard nuisi 
be had for the legitimate aspirations 
of the Chinese, yol until a stable gov- 
ernment Is set up, the uVltlsli govorn- 
inent must Itself protect its nationals 
in China. 

In recent years a few bad niislukes 
liavo been madé-^yet on the whole 
the British policy In China has been 
very Wise. Tho British nation Is in 
no niood for a war In any' part of the 
world, and It feels thill the Chinese 
have some real grievances. But when 
the British government' iidopts the

Only by unit- 
ing their -florces, ho stated, will the 
Maritimes rogiiJn their posithm as-a 
poiA'cr in the government of Canada. 

ITon. William H. BtiMen Sirose from 
the opposition to declare that nothini; 
should be done whch would take .i-wny 
from t:hc effect of the British North 
.Mnerican Act, which such a procedure 
.OS uniting the throe Maritime Provin- 
ces would certainly do. Added to this 
there would be very; great difficulty 
In obtaining legialaition. 

In stipportlng the government, Hon. 
tiovcll Carroll declared that the key- 
note of Uie dex'etopmenl of the Mitrl-. 
limes was the development of tlie 
Wo.>^t. and that this w.as the logical 
method of getting rid of economic pro- 
blems. Ho stre.sse»! the fact that the 
Slorltlmcs arc over-logislated. Each 
province supports Its ovm legislature 
at.a very largo and tinneresKary ox- 
pcnsc. Amalgamation would do away 
with this I'vil. During this speech, in 
particular, there ■«•as an excess of un- 
called for interruption, which did much 
to detract from the dignily of the de- 
baite. 

The Hon. .lack Duckworth, leader of 
the third party reiterated that no good 
rould onmc of nmalgamatlon. It is not 
tinion that is necessary to save the 
Maritimes but immediate action. Nova 
.Sc6tia was more prosperous before 
Confederation than it has been since. 
It had a low tariff and reciprocity, 
hence a boom. Great urge and pres- 
sure was brought to bear before con- 
sign u-as given to enter the Cnnfeder.!- 
tion. This very Confederation Inis des- 
troyed that proseperity with its high 
tariff and no roclprocity. He declar- 
ed that the solution of the problem lay 
In the lowering of the Freight rates 
by the CN R., In order that the Marl- 
llmesi might he able to market their 
products without the added weight of 
excessive freight rates, 

Marks of th»- opposition reiterated. 

Diibrof.sky nf the third party said 
that thi- diviTfity of opinions In the 
three different provinces concerned is 
so great that union is impossible. The 
greatest drawback is the Maritimes, as 
perliaps elsewhere Is the lack of popu- 
lation. 

."lapnck of the oppfisltion reiterated. 

The Hon. Prank Godine, in speaking 
in defense of the motion, said th.'it 
there was in the Maritimes unity of 
liif-Kfi I, HI iilMliy of government. He 
sriliJ ili.il the .Maritimes had not had 
a squari de.^l. and that It was the 
genuine hope of the govcrnnnent to 
remedy conditions aa soon as possible. 

A. Udel spoke In support of the third 
party. He said, when boiled down, 
that the nueslion narrowed down to 
the principle of centrallr.atlon as 
against decentralization. He said that 
many of, the suggestions ad\-aiiccd 
were mipcrfluous. 

C. II. Barker of the third p.iity de- 
olnred that at different tlnies he has 
licfii .1 bathing beamy mi the shore." 
ijf Prince lidwurd Island, iitherwise lie 
has been a bog-trotter in .Nov.i S< 
liîi, and Blili otherwise a timber 
cruiser in New IJrunswick. Aside from 
this he said that tiie main need of the 
Miu'llimes is advertising and more ad- 
vertising. 

]..ande of the opposition ndiled to the 
already long list of reiterations. 

At this point the Kpeaker asked that

Till- Icadn i.l ilir tlurd piirty then 
moved an adjournment, and after Sev- 
ern ! assurances iroin the Speaker thai 
a motion of adjonrnmenl takes preced- 
ence over .-ill other motions the divi- 
sion \v»ii taken. 

The niembi'i'S of the third party 
voted solidly for the adjournment, the 
government and opposition voting 
iigalnsl it.
